To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Coseley  Urban  District  Council. 

Gentlemen, 

The  following  report  gives  an  outline,  mostly  in  statistical 
form,  of  the  Health  Services  of  the  District  for  the  year  1945. 

It  will  be  noted  that  there  was  no  deterioration  in  the  standard 
of  the  health  as  compared  with  previous  years  and  in  some  respects 
there  was  an  improvement.  The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  46  was 
the  lowest  since  1934,  and  is  just  the  average  for  the  Countrv  as 
a whole.  There  was  no  maternal  death  during  the  year. 

Notes  on  other  aspects  of  the  Health  Ser\  ices  will  be  found 
under  the  appropriate  headings  within  the  report  and  therefore  in 
conclusion  I wish  to  acknowledge  the  valuable  help  we  have 
received  from  the  officials  of  the  Wolverhampton,  and  Dudley 
Guest  Hospitals,  the  Tuberculosis  Dispensaries  at  Wolverhampton 
and  Dudley,  the  County  Laboratory  at*  Stafford,  and  the  local  and 
County  Public  x\ssistance  Officers.  I wish  to  thank  the  ^ledical 
Practitioners  of  the  District  and  the  local  IMidwives  and  Nurses 
for  their  kind  co-operation. 

I gratefully  acknowledge  the  loyal  and  efficient  assistance 
given  to  me  by  my  colleagues  in  the  Health  Department.

Hospital  and  Maternity  Home  Treatment. 

The  Council  accepted  responsibility  for  15  difficult  Ante-Natal 
and  Labour  cases  at  the  W'omen’s  Hospital,  Wolverhampton,  and 
08  mothers  were  admitted  to  the  Rosemary  Ednam  and  Sandfield 
House  Maternity  Homes. 

The  cost  of  the  treatment  of  all  these  cases  was  £523.

It  is  with  much  pleasure  that  I submit  to  you  a Report  on  the 
Sanitar}^  Inspections  of  the  District  for  the  year  1945. 


Routine  Inspections. 

The  total  inspections  of  all  types  numbered  2,925.  The  number 
of  complaints  of  all  types  dealt  with  were,  272,  and  672  visits  were 
paid  in  connection  with  the  following  up  of  notices.

One  hundred  and  sixty-one  “ Preliminary  ” and  thirty-eight 
“ Abatement  ” notices  were  served  during  the  year.

Slaughterhouses. 

_ There  is  only  one  slaughterhouse  in  use  at  the  present  time, 
this  is  a Bacon  Factory  at  Parkfield  Road. 

This  is  visited  regularly  for  the  purpose  of  meat  inspection 
and  it  is  always  maintained  in  a satisfactory  condition. 

Meat  Inspection. 

During  the  year  under  review,  2,215  pigs  were  slaughtered 
at  the  Bacon  Factory,  for  which  125  visits  were  paid,  and  201  pigs 
were  seen  on  149  private  premises,  making  a total  of  2,416  pigs 
inspected. 

The  total  weight  of  meat  and  offals  condemned  as  unfit  for 
human  consumption  was  12  cwts.  48  lbs,  comprising  67  pig’s  heads, 
29  frys,  and  one  carcase,  chieiiy  affected  with  tuberculosis. 
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285  visits  were  made  to  Butchers’  premises  and  in  ikj  instance 
was  diseased,  unsound  or  unlit  meat  found  thereon.

Offensive  Trades. 

Tliere  is  only  one  licenced  " Offensive  Trade  ” in  the  District, 
this  is  visited  regularly,  and  is  at  all  times  maintained  in  a clean 
condition. 

Fried  Fish  Premises. 

During  the  year  91  visits  were  made  to  fried  hsh  shops  for 
the  purpose  of  the  condition  of  the  premises  and  the  inspection  of 
foods  prior  to  frying. 

Cowkeepers.. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  10  Cowkeepers  on  the 
register,  one  having  given  up  business  during  the  year. 

Milk  (Special  Designation)  Orders. 

During  the  year  the  following  licences  were  issued  : —

Outworkers  Premises. 

No  case  of  infectious  disease  was  notihed  during  the  year  at 
these  premises.  The  number  of  outworkers  premises  on  the 
register  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  50. 

Rodent  Control. 

During  the  year  the  sewers  in  the  District  were  treated  for 
rat  infestation,  and  the  results  were  most  gratifying  ; the 
infestations  were  shown  to  be  very  small  and  only  affected  a 
limited  portion  of  the  sewers. 

'fhe  Sewerage  Outfall  W’orks  were  treated  with  good  results, 
but  as  one  would  expect,  it  is  not  possible  to  kee})  such  places 
entirely  free. 

The  Deephelds  Depot  (Salvage),  was  treated,  but  owing  to  its 
position,  etc.,  reinfestations  are  likely  to  occur  from  time  to  time, 
but  it  is  hoped  to  keep  all  Council  owned  premises  as  free  from 
infestations  as  is  humanly  possibly. 
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Moveable  Dwellings. 

These  nomads  continue  to  make  their  appearance  on  un- 
licensed land  in  the  district  from  time  to  time.  As  one  would 
expect  they  are  of  the  undesirable  type  and  their  habits  are  not 
of  the  cleanest,  neither  is  their  mode  of  obtaining  a livelihood, 
thus  one  can  easily  conceive  that  they  do  not  enhance  the  appear- 
ance of  any  land  on  which  they  choose  to  camp. 

I have  found  it  necessary  at  times  to  resort  to  very  stern 
measures  to  eject  them  from  the  land  on  which  they  have  settled. 

Housing. 

The  housing  position  is  such  that  many  of  the  old  houses  are 
getting  into  such  a condition  that  it  is  almost  impossible  to  carry 
out  repairs,  especially  when  one  takes  in.o  consideration  the 
dwindling  amount  of  materials  available  for  such  purposes,  plus 
the  cost  when  possible  to  obtain. 

Housing  Survey. 

I have  attempted  to  carry  out  such  a survey  with  a very 
small  staff,  but  the  information  gathered  was  worth  the  trouble. 
The  greatest  difficulty  was  to  get  the  Occupier  to  hll  in  the  “ form  ” 
which  was  left  ; this  appeared  to  be  due  to  the  different  “ forms  ” 
they  had  had  to  hll  for  one  purpose  and  another  during  the  war 
period.  The  following  information  was,  however,  gleaned  from 
the  Survey'! — 


Total  houses  in  Coseley — 8,516. 

(a)  Of  the  forms  returned,  all  houses,  303  or  3.5%  were  found  to 
be  overcrowded  and  827  or  9.7%  had  two  or  more  families 
and  not  overcrowded. 

(b)  Of  the  forms  returned  from  privately  owned  houses,  6,984, 
129  or  1.9%  w^ere  found  to  be  overcrowded.

While  the  above  hgnres  do  not  appear  to  be  too  bad,  yet 
without  doubt  the  present  overcrowding  standard  is  very  low, 
and  when  the  standard  for  all  houses  becomes  the  Bedroom 
standard,  overcrowding  will,  without  doubt  show  a very  big 
increase.

SECTION  D. 

Housing. 

In  last  year’s  report  1 expressed  the  hope  that  there  would 
be  no  delay  in  the  re-housing  of  families  from  unfit  and  over- 
crowded houses.  The  serious  shortage  has  made  it  impossible 
to  proceed  with  slum  clearance  and  the  difficulty  of  obtaining 
repairs  of  aged  and  unfit  property  has  made  the  lot  of  many 
tenants  really  hard. 
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Tlie  ]>Htieiice  shown  by  some  families  has  l)een  admirable 
and  1 hope  it  will  soon  be  possible  to  resume  the  work  of  slum 
clearance  which  had  to  be  abandoned  in  1939.  At  present  there 
are  llo  houses  which  have  been  represented  as  unlit  for  human 
habitation  and  13  condemned  houses  are  still  occu])ied.

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Foods. 

Cowsheds  and  milkshops  in  the  District  are  visited  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspector  who  is  also  responsible  for  meat  inspection.

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Our  Health  Visitors  made  32  first  visits  and  1 ,2()S  re-visits 
to  tuberculosis  cases  during  the  year. 

General  Remarks. 

More  clerical  assistance  is  recpiired  in  the  Health  Department 
and  we  are  still  under-staffed  in  Health  Visitors.  Duties  at  the 
Clinic  have  curtailed  the  home  visiting  and  1 cannot  see  any  way 
of  improving  the  service  at  present. 

The  health  of  the  district  has  nevertheless  been  fairlv 
satisfactory  in  spite  of  the  housing  difficulties.  Apart  froin 
ill-health  much  domestic  unhappiness  arises  from  the  fact  that 
many  young  married  people  are  forced  to  live  in  lodgings  or  with 
their  parents. 

In  addition  some  families  are  living  in  houses  unht  for 
human  habitation.  This  must  inevitably  lead  to  general  dis- 
content and  a lower  standard  of  health.
